f ~—HOLD RAILROADS 


Labor-Farmers Delegations Are Told 
President's Mind Is Still 
Open on Question 


Washington. — President Wilson's 
mind is still epen on the question of 
returning the railroads to private con- 
trol, Secretary Tumulty told a delega- 
tion representing union labor and some 
farmers’ organizations, which called 
at the White House to present a leét- 
ter asking the executive to delay re- 
‘turn of the Tagg for two years. 


This was the first authoritative ex- 
+ pression on the subject which had 
come from administration quarters 
since the President informed Con- 
gress last May that he planned to re- 
linquish Federal control by January 
lst. The President, Tumulty said, 
would be glad to get the views of the 
labor and farmer representatives who 
insisted that a fair test of Govern- 
mer operation in peace time should 
be given. 
While the delegation was at the 
White House the Senate was speeuing 
up consideration of the Cummins rail- 
road bill and apparently was nearing a 
final vote. Under the measure the 
roads would be returned to their own- 
ers within thirty days after the bill be- 
\ came a law, but there was no prospect 
that final enactment of any railroad 
legislation would be completed until 
well after the Christmas holidays, ow- 
ing to differences between the Senate 
and House. 
Before going to the White House, 
the union labor and farmers’ deélega- 
tions, which included Samuel Gompers 
of the American Federation of Labor 
and representatives of the railroad 
brotherhoods, called on Senator Cum- 
mins, chairman of the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, and 
asked that his bill be withdrawn. He 
indicated that he would lay the re- 
quest before the full committee. 
Referring to the anti-strike provision 
he bill, Gompers said: 
“I do not know whither we are drift- 
ing, and on that point | am apprehen- 
sive. This proposal is filled with the 
gravest consequences. It will not stop 
strikes, \but will make respected citi- 
zens lew-breakers. 
“Injunctions cannot make _ men 
work,” he added, “and it is well to re- 
member that if men ‘cannot get justice 
in other ways, they will stop work, 
and. the laws which seek to prevent 
that cannot accomplish their purpose.” 
Senator Cummins replied that he 
fully agreed with the statement that 
people could not be made to work by 
injunction. 
The letter from the labor and farm- 
ers’ delegations to the President said 
proponents of the Cummins bill as- 
serted that the President planned to 
return the roads by January ist, and 
that some legislation providing for 
such return must be enacted immedi- 
ately. It continued: 
“We believe that thie assertion is a 
great injustice to you. As you doubt- 
less know, an overwhelming majority 
of the farmers, and members of the 
American Federation of Labor and the 
railroad brotherhoods, as well as the 
general public, favor an extension of 
the period of Government operation of 
the railroads foreat least two years, in 
order that a fair test may have been 
made of Government operation and a 
plan may be worked out for the ulti- 
mate disposal of the roads, which 
would be fair to all interests involved. 
“Director General Hines anu mem- 
bers of the Interstate Commerge Com- 
mission have shown clearly that the re- 
turn of the railroads will involve an in- 
crease in freight rates of close to a 
billion dollars. This increase in rates, 
according to the same authorities, will 
be reflected in an increased cost of liv- 
ing of at least $4,000,000,000 a year, 
possibly $5,000,000,000. The American 
people cannot and should not stand 
such an increase. 
“We respectfully request, Mr. Presi- 
dent, on behalf of our farmers, the 
American Federation of Labor and the 
railway: brotherhoods, as well as the 
genera: public, that you, stop the 
rumors that you plan to return the 
railroads to private control, and that 
in view of the changed conditions and 
the prevalent industrial unrest, you re- 
establish public confidence by advocat- 
ing that the period of Government 
operation be continued for at least two 
years.” 
The letter to the President was 
signed by the following farmers’ rep- 
reventatives: George P. Hampton, 
managing director of the Farmers’ 
National Council; Fred J. Chamber- 
lain, representative of the Washing- 
ton, Oregon, Idaho and Colorado State 
Granges; H. A. Fuller, vice-president 
of the American Society of Equity; 
Benjamin C. Marsh, secretary of the 
Farmers’ National Council, and Mrs. 
Benigne Green Kalb, secretary of the 
Farm Woman's Nationa! Congress. 
During the day J. R. Howard, rep- 
resenting the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, made public a letter which 
fhe’ had sent to Senator Cummins, 
transmitting’ resolutions adopted by 
the federation at Chicago last month, 
demanding “the early return of the

MRS, MOGHEE 


Out Less Than 20 Minutes, They 
Return Verdict Freeing Woman 
‘of Murder Charge 


Auburn. — After deliberating less 
than twenty minutes, a jury sitting in 
the case of Mrs. Mae McGhee, charged 
with the murder of her husband, 
Charles W. McGhee, returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty December 16. 

The jurors took Lut one ballot. 
When they flied in from the judge’s 
chambers Mrs. McGhee appeared ex- 
tremely nervous. She burst ‘nto tears 
when the foreman read thz verdict. 

Temporary insanity was the defense 
of the acquitted woman. 

Mrs. McGhee shot her husband Oc- 
tober 18 at their home near Loomis 
following a quarrel over the alleged 
ill-treatment by McGhee, who was a 
well-known fruit man. 

Mrs. McGhee was on the stand for 
a few minutes. The defendant was 
questioned by Special Prosecutor K. 
D. Robinson as to a trip to Sacra- 
mento in an automobile with her 
mother-in-law, Mrs. R. D. McGhee, in 
December of last year. She admitted 
the trip, but did not remember telling 
her mother-in-law that she and her 
husband could not afford to rear a 
child should they adopt one. 

The defendant said she had told her 
mother-in-law that she would like to 
adopt a child. Refusal of McGhee to 
fulfill an alleged reeonciliation pact 
and adopt a child was one reason 
given by the defendant for shooting 
her husband. 

Mrs. Tiltie-#¥, Armstrong, matron 
of the Placer County Jail for thirteen 
years, called to the stand by the de- 
fense, told of the arrival of the de- 
fendant at the county jail immediately 
after the shooting. 

“Mrs. McGhee was crying and very 
nervous,’’ said Mrs. Armstrong. ‘She 
told me she never meant to shoot. 
She trembled from head to foot and 
was continuay picking at her face 
and fingers. | pleced no confidence 
in anything she to.d me. I tried to 
console her. She was acting like a 
little child, and not like a woman.” 

Mrs. Armstrong, said that one of the 
first questions that Mrs. MeGuee 
asked was ‘‘How is Mr.~MeGhee?"

Although the reputed agreement has 
been stipulated by the defense as 
being correct in all details, Mrs. Mc- 
Ghee during the trial has steadfastly 
insisted that no such agreement had 
been made by her husband and that 
she had never mentioned such an 
agreement. 

Mrs. Armstrong further testified 
that District Attorney Landis first told 
her (Mrs. Armstrong) that McGhee 
was dead. She .onsulted with W. H. 
Gunn and told him what Landis had 
told her and that they decided Mrs: 
McGhee wae in no condition to be in- 
formed of her husband's death.

Washington.—Mrs. Wilson, wife of 
the President, has become one of the 
most important functionaries of the 
government as a result of her hus- 
band’s illness and the difficulties of 
carrying on the administration with-

__The Cabinet, which has undertaken 
to administer the government during 
the emergency produced by the Presi- 
dent’s indisposition, is confronted 
daily with a multitude of perplexi- 
ties. Many of these matters requir- 
ing the personal] decision of the Presi- 
dent are referred to Wilson through 
his secretary, Tumulty. 

When in the course of a week or 
more no action is obtained by a Cabi- 
net member on a matter submitted to 
the President he makes inquiry of 
Tumulty. The secretary frequently is 
unable to say whether the President 
has given the ques'ion any considera- 
tion. The Cabinet member, unable to 
consult with the President directly, 
then appeals to Mrs. Wilson for in- 
formation—and gets it. 

Mrs. Wilson has become the chief 
assistant of the President in trans- 
actiag public business. She keeps his 
papers in shape for reference and ex- 
ecutes his instructions. She is the re- 
pository of state secrets and frequent- 
ly is the only person who knows what 
the President has done or contem- 
plates doing in regard to public ques- 


tions.

CONVICT SENTENCED 


San Francisco.— James P. Malley,

Asked if he had anything to say, 
Malley denied he had broken any law 
of the country and insisted that—he 
had merely exercised a right accorded 
him by the Constitution of expressing 
himself freely on the existing form of 
government and its effects. 

As a peroration to his speech Mal- 
jiey shouted: #'I would giadly serve 
ten thousand times the sentence im- 
posed upon me by this court. I suffer 
for the cause, and I will be vindi- 
cated. Free speech must triumph if 
the sacred institutions of this govern- 
ment are to flourish.”’ 

Judge Roche rebuked Malley for 
his criticism of the government. 

As Malley left the courtroom his 
wife rushed to him and screamed: “‘I 
shall not let you go to jail. You have 
Gone nothing wrong.” It was with 
difficulty that the court attaches sep- 
arated the couple. 

Attorney Austin Lewis made a mo- 
tion for a new trial for Malley, which 
was taken under advisement.

Is Acquitted of Kelly Murder Charge 
---Friends Greet Verdict With 
Demonstration 


San Francisco.—'‘Not guilty’’ was 
the verdict Friday night, December 
19, of the jury that heard the evl- 
dence against Edgar C. Woodcock, on 
trial in Superior Judge Louis H. 
Ward’s._couyt for the murder of Ed- 
ward C Kélly the night of September 
18. 


and it was 11:15 o’clock when the 
verdict was handed in. There was a 
demonstration in the cuurtroom 
among the relatives and friends of 
Woodcock when the verdict was read, 
a demonstration that the court bail- 
iffs found it impossible to suppress. 

Immediately after the verdict was 
returned James F. Brennan, attorney 
for the defense, made application to 
Judge Ward for bail for Mrs. Wood- 
This the judge denied. 


tody Friday night, December 19, and 
left the courtroom with his parents 
and his brothers and sisters after bid- 
ding an affectionate good-night to his 
wife, who was taken back to jail. 

The major portion of the crowd 
that waited in the courtroom until the 
jury arrived at a verdict apparently 
were friends of Woodcock, judging 
by the demonstration in his favor. 
Woodcock showed little emotion when 
the verdict wa’s read, although, while 
the jury was filing in, his expression 
was tense and anxious. 

Assistant District Attorney O’Grady 
summed up the case when the court 
convened for the night session at 7 
o’clock. He spoke for two hours. 

At 9 o’clock Judge Ward cummed 
up the case to the jury. He took 35 
minutes to complete his instructions. 

Six ballots were taken by the jury 
before a verdict was reached. 

O'Grady bitterly scored Woodcock 
and his wife, Alice Harris Woodcock, 
co-defendant in the case, stating that 
on the evening of the shooting of 
Kelly, Woodcock and his wife went 
forth ‘‘looking for trouble’ I’ 
“jungle beasts stalking their prey.’ 
“If it was insanity that resulted in 
Woodcock killing Kelly then,” said 
O'Grady, “it was the most convenient 
insanity ever brought to the notice of 
a jury, an insanity that worked with 
clocklike precision.” 

As an example of what he capled 
the ‘‘clocklike-precision’’ of it, he 
drew attention to the fact that the 
evidence of Woodcock showed that he 
was sane and normal up to the minute 
of the*shooting, and became sane and 
normal a few minutes thereafter. 

Brennan and Judge Connick de- 
voted three and a half hours to their 
arguments, dwelling at length on the 
character of Woodcock, on the char- 
acter of his family, and pleaded mer- 
ciful consideration of the case by the 
jury in face of the approaching 
Christmas season.
